There ra going to be a 
large lnoreaee In tbe aeeeeemeot or 
pereooal taxae. Many people wbo bava 
beretolore eaoaped taxation are going 
to be aaaeaaed, and eome wbo bava 
heretofore been aaaeaaed ridlouloualy 
low oo tbelr peraonal boldlnga are going 
to be loereaaed. Bloomfield la no ax 
eeptlon to, tbe munlolpalltlea In wbleb 
tbe matter of peraonal property assess¬ 
ment baa not received due and proper 
nttentloa. 

Tbe negleet la In part due to tbe 
eyatem regulating the aaeeeement and 
eoUectlon of peraonal properly tax. 
Tbe cuetom baa been to eend out peraooal 
property blank# for tbe people to fill In. 
In ooe reapeot tbe law make# boldera of 
peraooal property tbelr own aaaeaeora. 
and tbe privilege la aadly abused. 

Out of aeveral tbouaand blanka aent 
out. only about atx per cent, are re¬ 
turned In tbe manner required by law, 
•ad aa a consequence tbe application 
of tbe peraonal property aeseeement baa 
bean limited. Last year there waa tbe 
•anal meagre return of tbe blanka, 
but tbe aaaeaeora arbitrarily applied an 
esteoded acope of tbe personal property 

The esteoslon of tbe tax baa been 
severely criticised and baa also been 
more or lees approved. Borne people 
held that rent-payers abould be absolv¬ 
ed from direct taxation because they 
Indirectly paid tbe tax oo tbe real'y 
owned by tbelr landlords. Tbat la a 
favorite line of argument with tax 
shirkers and there la eome logic In It 
becauee It cannot be deoled; but wbat 

• landlord always charges Interest, 
taxes and Insurance to the maintenance 
•soount of bta property? 

Oo the ether band, tboae who approv¬ 
ed tbe extended application of- tbe 
personal t«x pointed to tbe free gift of 
schools aa an ample justification of It. 
Opinions may differ about tbe merits 
and demerits of peraooal tax, but It la 

* certainty tbat there la going to be an 

Increase of taxation along that line, 
••d Boards of Aaaeaeora In every 
municipality are going to be compelled 
to apply arbitrary methods of assessing 
tbat oiasa of property. Tbe plao of 
lettlog tbe people do tbelr own asaeas- 
tag In the matter of peraooal property 
baa failed. Io but few eases la any 
attention paid to tbe blanka, and It 
appears like a waste of lime and money 
la preparing them and distributing 
them. _ 

Town A pureprlat 

Town officials Invested with tbe 
power of rnaklog tbe appropriations 
that go In tbe tax levy tbta year abould 
not forget tbe army of etx hundred 
aggrieved taxpayers wbo appealed for 
rodreaa to tbe Commissioners of Ap¬ 
peals last fall. Tboae people watt 
lower valuations, and In tbe large 
majority of caaea tbelr requeat,. was 
granted. If appropriations are In. 
creased all along tbe line In tbe same 
proportion lhal (he Board of Education 
has a*ked for, there mu t of ueceealty 
be a targe lories** In valuation or thf 
tax rate mu«t be inert «s«d.
